The Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission professes to 
be the administrator of the 
laws against discrimina- 
tion, but the way in which 
those laws are being 
enforced is’a matter of 


‘concern to certain victims 


of employment discrimina- 
tion in Columbus. 

Some victims of discrim- 
ination try to ram down 
their aggrieved throats, an 
inane and pinheaded the- 
ory about the OCRC's poli- 
cies; while there are some 
employers who biatantly 
take the laws into their 
hands by continuing to 
discriminate. 

The theory here is that 
the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission “kills tinve” in 
the processing of certain 


“discriminationcharges, 


thus discouraging victims 
of discrimination to pursue 
their cases. This theory 
may. be inappropriate in 
light of the "sit-back” atti- 
tude of some employers 
who seem to be playing 
“checker” game. with the 
charges against them. 
Who is to blame here? 


‘Certainly not the Ohio Civil 


Rights Commission -- an 
agency that has problems, 
sometimes with recalci- 


trant employers. And those . 


employers should be 
culpable. , 


| am not the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission, but | 
wouldn't give this bunch of 
employers any break -- 
regardless of their name in 
the consumer market. 

Pockets of employment 
discrimination are almost 
everywhere in-Columbus. 
Recently, for example, sev- 
eral former employees. of 


,/an Eastside fast food fran- 


chise said they were fired 
due to racist and unfair 
labor practices of their 
employer. And that was 
McDonald's. Restaurant at 
3500 E. Broad Street. 

The former employees of 
that restaurant vehemently 
complained that the owner 


' arid operator, Al Carifa cut 


their hours, lowered their 


wages and created an 
intolerable work atmos- 
phere in order to fire quali- 
fied workers ‘or to make 
them voluntéer to leave 
their jobs. Carifa has 
reportedly denied all accu- 
sations, saying they were 
“definitely untrue.” 

Aside from the discrimi- 
nation incident at the East- 
side restaurant, another 
victim from a Northwest 
side McDonald's was 
reported to have filed dis- 
crimination charges against 
her employer. . 

According to the charges, 
the victim claimed among 


other things that: “Prior to >

Miller Backs Bill 
To Pay Employers 
For Hiring Reliefers 


State Representative Ray 


Miller (D-29) announced- 


today that he plans to 
introduce legislation in 
February which will allow 
private employers to be 
paid for employing welfare 
recipients. 

Miller said, “The legisla- 
tion would allow county 
welfare departments to 
deposit a recipient's wel- 
fare check directly to an 
employer who agrees to 
hire and train current wel- 
fare recipients. They would 
be paid at the same wage 
rate as other employees in 
their job classification and 
would receive a normal 
company check.” 

“Most welfare recipients 
want to work,” Miller said. 
“This bill will allow them to 
get off of the welfare rolls. 
The advantage to the 
employer is that their pay- 
roll will be subsidized by 
the receipt of the recip- 
ient’s check which gives 
them a financial incentive 
to hire-those currently 
receiving welfare. This 
subsidized arrangement 
would last for one year. 
After the one year the 
employer should have a 
well trained employee who 
is ready for- regular 
Ghiployiment,”-Miltét Said. 


Miller said, “New, state 
and federal taws that 
require welfare recipients 
to work in public sector 
employment sound good 
but will produce little. You 
cannot hire people for jobs 
that do not exist,” Miller 
said. Government. is cut- 
ting back at all lévels and 
there are few jobs being 
created. Our emphasis 
must be on private sector 


employment. And, in 


today’s depressed econ- 


omy financial incentives ~ 


will have to bé offered to 
business to encourage 
additional hiring,” he 
added. 

Miller concluded by say- 
ing unemployment is the 
number one problem fac- 
ing Ohioans today. The 
unemployment rate in the 
state is at the highest level 
since 1960, he said. “And, 
in Franklin County we have 
an 8 percent unemploy- 
mentrate representing 
36,700 unemployed peo- 
ple. Those of us in policy 
making positions must 
explore every means of 
relieving this critical prob- 
lem and | believe this pro- 
posed legisiation wilf work 
towards that end,” Milter 
said. .

There was a Columbus 
municipal court trial of two . 
men in a fist fight on the 
street. One man was 
arrested although witness 
testimony showed. his 
assailant had struck the 
first blows. He was hauled 
into court before the 
municipal court judge who 
had the temerity to ask him; 
“Why didn't yougoand call 
a policeman?" 

Wasn't that the sixty-four 
dollar.question? What. 
was “he to do about 
another man pounding him 
inthe body and face, blows 
which were stinging and 
hurting? Tell the opponent

get a policeman?" : 

‘Naturally the other figh- 
ter-was bent on destroying 
him at the time and more 
naturally any such request 
on his part would have told 
the other fighter that he 
was a coward, a label no 
man dares carry among, 
other men. But that absurd 
question was asked by a 
, judge. 

The New York judge 

acted like a man regardless 
of what legislators dreamed 
up in laws. His anger over 
burglars was natural and 
he did exactly what comes 
naturally.to a man.

-ways-to fund programs for 
people," the 37-year-old 
Democrat said. 

‘Espy emphasized that he 
was not talking about so- 
called frills, but about pro- 
grams:''to service basic 

‘ human needs.” 

“Youcan talk about Rea- 
ganomics and about. how 
bad it is all you want to,” 
Espy said, “but the fact is 
it’s here. It is a fact that we 
are going to have to find 
ways to live with...” 

Espy deplored the fed- 
eral government's present 
policy of drastic cutbacks 
in the funding of social ser- 
vices and aid tomunicipali- 
ties, but expressed guard- 
ed optimism when asked if 
he felt the city would con- 
tinue to thrive and prosper. 

“All indications are that 
it's going to be bad for 
a while,” Espy said, speak : 
ing of the local and national 
economies. As an elective 
official, he feels that a part 


‘of his mandate is to “instill 
hope'’ and ‘'work on 
solutions.” 

The basic remedy to 
some of the community's 
ills is simply more money, 
Espy indicated. 

“We must find ways to 
generate more incoming 
revenue,” Espy said. 

The first-time office- 


holder -said he is hopeful. 


that more revenues can be 
generated to pay for miunic- 
ipal services without rais- 
ing taxes that woutd create 
greater hardships for indi- 
viduals and families. 

Espy said he and his 
recently-appointed legisia- 
tive-aide; Michael-Cote- 
man, are carefully studying 
the city's hotel-motel tax as 
a possible source of 
increased revenues. 

“That's the only area that 
! can see right now where 
some increase might be 
made without overburden- 
ing the individual tax- 
payer,” he said. 

Coleman, Espy said, is 
studying the hotel-motel 
tax structure in other cities 
comparable in size to 
Columbus to see if the 
lodgings tax can be 
increased to help take up
